TEE WINTER. 



The la tesb- despatches ,ve Lave re- 
ceived from the vast cientral and noi-th- 

ojn districts of the mainland announce 
the continuation of a terrible winter. 
From Dog Crock alone, from the Fraser 
to its source, the liorses of the Indian 
tribes have perished ia the snow, The 

■ plains^ of ChiU}^ 

of Kamloops and blcariagau "anii tlie 
rich valley of Nicola, famous for their 
pastoral resources, are covered with 
dead cattle. Fodder is scarce all over 
the district and the settlers from Clin- 
ton to Cariboo fear that they will lose 
at least sixty -per cent, of their stock 
before the snow disappears. The own- 
ei's of vast herds wlio made no ]jrepara- 
tions for winter feeding their stock, 
will pay dearly for their temerity. 
From the letter of a farmer residing in 
the centre of the vast snow-covered 
country wo make jibe following ex- 
tracts "because we believe it is useful 
* 'information for every man who is en- 

'gaiged ■ in sLockrnising in the upper 
country: — "Tlie loss of cattle this year 
in the district will be ruinous to the 
settlers; and the misfortune is the re- 
sult of their imprudent dependence 
on the weather. Two or three fine 
•winters in succession is sure to ruin 
such farmers as ours. I never kceij 
more cattle than I am .sure to bo able 
to feed for four months, iuul in the 
month of Novemher 1 put tliein on the 
pasture near iho hay or straw. In 
this country the succp.ssful farmer 
leaves vnothing to chance. Like the 
able general he prepares long before- 
hand the winter quarti'rs. Two far- 
mers in this district have plenty of fod 
der within fivcmiloa of the place whore 
their cattle arc dying for want of food, 
but it is in impossible to get the slock 
over the ocean of snow throo feet deep. 
IndteJ, I had not all things in good 
shape when the snow fell. Shelter 
from the piercing winds is absolutely 
necessary to cattle in tlii.s country. 
The chinks and mud liad fallen out of 

; niy sheds and the wind went through 
whistling; but I soon made battlements 
of snow, and inside these barricades my 
cattle are in the middle of summer. 

- They look as well as any out-fed cattle 

'that ever 1 saw in the old country and 
up to this time their food was wheaten 
straw and no hay. Every farmer who 
hopes to escape misfortune in this mag- 
nilicent northern land should be al- 
ways ready in tlie middle of November 
to 'face the wildest winter with his 
stock. I tell you the man who per- 
mits his herds of cattle to increase with- 
out providing for their winter's food is 
— busy doing nothing. Another cor- 
respondent says; "The snow from 
P^ace Kiver. to Soda Creek varies in 

, depth from three to si.K feet. We 
travelled on snow-shoes and killed deer 
;with our knives. The incturo of deso- 
lation on which we gazed is beautiful, 
but awful. In the middle of that ocean 

..of snow we came to the house of a 

■ j&rmer and.it was refreshing to see his 
tcattle in well sheltered yards, the pile 
••,^of fire-wood in a shed, tlie blazing tire 

' "on his hearth and the look of welcome 
on his face when he saw us enter his 
deor. The coi.trast between the lonely 
wilderness and his happy homo was 
charming. In talking of farming to 
him he said: "I have nothing to do 
butrfeed my cattle and keep the fire 
goiiig." I hunt a little on snow-shoes, 
but this year there is no fun in hunt- 
ing. The deer come into the corral to 
feed with the cows." His housu 
is two hundred and tifly miles 
north of Soda Creek and far from the 
road.

FRANCE. 

Paris, March 18. — Tho NalionaU 
says that the Cabinet council has decid- 
ed to enforce the decree of ISOl, which 
provides for tho dissolution of unau- 
thorized religious orders or the for- 
mation of any fresh community with- 
out permission of tho government. 
There will be a cabinet council on Sat- 
urday when the govprnmcnt will finally 
dficiflo upon measures regarding tho 
Jesuits. It is understood that the 
French ambassador at tho Vatican 
will enter into negotiations with the 
Pope with a view to inducing unau- 
thorized congregations to submit to the 
orders of the government. It is stat- 
ed that the Jesuit authorities have 
already caused all members of their 
Society who are not Frenchmen to leave 
France. 

GERMANr. 
Behlin, ' March "'18. — A report is 
current that Herr Bitlcr has tendered 
his resignation as Prussian Minister of 
Finance, owing to a difference with 
Bismarck. Ilerr Yon Bennigseii is 
named as his probable successor. 

CALIFORNIA. 

S.^.x Fr.\ncisco, March 18. — A fire 
on East street, near Oregon street, to- 
night destroyed six small frame shan- 
ties; loss about §5000. 

Mrs. Hyppolite Belloc, wife of Mr. 
Hyppolite Belloc, of thalirm of Belloc 
Frferes, banlcers; committed suicide 
this p. m. in old Mission cemetery by 
poi.son. Domestic troubles are sup- 
posed to be tho cause. 

San FuANCisco, March 18. — L J. 
Gannon, agitator and leader of the un- 
em|)loyed in their recent demonstra- 
tions, who was arrested a short time 
ago on a charge of using incendiary 
language on the sand lots, had a jury 
trial in the Police Court to day, and 
was prompfly convicted, tlie jury being 
out but a few minutes. He will be 
sentenced to-morrow. 

DeLesseps was received by the 
board of trade and chamber of com- 
merce this afternoon, and in response 
to a request of those bodies addressed 
them on the subject of the inter-oceanic 
canal. He compared the various routes 
to the advantage of the Panama line, 
advancing tho argument with which 
the public has been already familiarized.

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, March 18. — For some 
weeks there has been trouble among 
the coal miners at Rapid City, III., on 
account of some strikers wishing to re- 
turn to work. Mystic warnings with 
skull and crossboncs and sianed "Molly 
Maguire'" have been distributed among 
those who were presumed to be weak- 
ening. On Tuesday night Taylor Wil- 
liams was hhot through the heart in 
his house. Two suspected men have 
been arrested and held for trial. More 
trouble expected. 

St. Louis, March 18, — A horrible 
triigedy occurred early this morning in 
the suburbs of this city. Conrad Hein- 
an, who was just recovering from de- 
lerium tremens, attacked his wife as 
she entered his room, driving a kni.f" 
into the lungs of their infant which 
she held in her arras. He then buried 
it in her heart. He also stabbed a broth- 
er who attempted to disarm him and 
then broke away, ran towards the river 
and has not been since seen.

At a late meeting of tho Axminster 
Board of Guardians tho Rev. R. Mat- 
son, lato curate of Membury, Devon, 
applied for an order to enter the 
workhouse as o pauper. He had been 
curate for thirty years, had never been 
offered a living, and had now nothing 
to depend on. The guardians thought 
it a very hard case and as - there was 
no alternative granted the order. 

If they should succeed in carrying 
the country next election the Liberals 
will be ])laced in some difficulty in the 
House of Lords, owing to the number 
of youthful ambitious Peers on their 
side of the House. Lord Ro.sebery, 
Lord Fife, Lord Jilorley, Lord Cam- 
perdown are all men of promising abil- 
ity, and it will not be easy to .satisfi' 
all their legitimate claims. 

In his paper on the "Defence of tho 
Empire" Ca])tain Colomb .said : — Local 
schemes of defence liavo been arranged 
by Melbourne, Sydney, and other 
large towns ; but, with tho exception 
of the Canadian militia, the military 
arrangements aro contemptible. 

It is rumoured that tho English con- 
verts to the Church of Rome contem- 
plate raising subscriptions to the 
amount of $1,250,000 for the purpose 
of erecting on the banks of the Thames 
a metropolitan Roman Catholic Cathe- 
dral which shall rival St. Paul's in 
grandeur. 

The Earl of Derby has not formally 
thrown in his lot with the chiefs of the 
Liberal party. Ho has taken his seat 
on the cross benches of the House of 
Lords tho position he occupied last 
Session after ho separated from the 
Ministry. 

Lord Ramsay, tho rejected Liberal 
candidate for Liverpool, would be sor- 
ry to see tho Church disestablished, but 
would be ready to consider tho ques- 
tion as soon as it comes within the 
range of practical politics, 

Mrs. Langtry's star, as first beauty 
of the London horizon, is on the wane. 

The London correspondent of the 
Dundee ^-IcZi'eriiscr thinks that the Irish 
difficulty undoubtedly threatens to be 
serious, and there is even a suspicion 
that the Government aro inviting rath- 
er than fearing a display of obstruction, 
There are many signs that tho Govern- 
ment are anxious to raise the issue of 
Home Rule and obstruction, and to go 
to tho country on an anti-obstructive 
programme. The information which 
the Liberal managers have received 
from the diflercntconstituencics rendci's 
it. almost certain that they will have a 
working majority of 25 or 30 indepen- 
dent altogether of tho extreme Home 
Rule pair. 

A courageous servant employed by a 
widow living in the English town of 
Cranford was recently attacked by 
burglars. She ran before them and 
locked the doors containing valuable 
pro[)ert3'. She was thrown down stairs 
and partially stunned, but retained sufli- 
cicnt courage and presence of mind to 
rush out of the door and throw the 
keys into a quarry. The ruffians drag- 
ged her back into the house, and while 
one of them packed up all the property 
he could lay hands on, the other'thrcw 
her down, knelt on her chest, half 
strangled her, beat her severely, and 
threatened her with a knit'e. A noise 
outside alarmed the thieves, who bolt- 
ed without their plunder. It is pleas- 
ing to learn that this brave girl, though 
so savagely knocked about, was not 
seriously injured. 

In the case of Lambdkin vs. the S. 
F. Railway Co. of Canada, appealed to 
the ifudical Committee of the Privv 
Council as to whether there should be 
a new trial on the score of excessive 
damages and misdirection, the result so 
was that neither poinc was established, 
there will be no new trial, and the 
damages, .?50,000, were confirmed. 
The accident causing the trial, it will 
be remembered, was caused by the 
breaking of a bridge in August, 1874, 
at Sutton Flats, P, Q., owing to a 
storm.

Address of Oounsol— Jndffos' Ohararo. 

March 17. 

Mr. Dnvie addressed the jury. Al- 
though his remark.s p.-irticularly wero mado 
on behalf of Earc, yot they would boar 
generally upon the r.ccusation iimdo 
ftgainat all the pris;mor3. His lordship ia 
his charge to the grand jin-y had very per- 
tinently "remarked that the course of 
crimo is gradual and that men were not 
bom felons; neither do thoy suddenly bo- 
come criminal." The first phase in crim- 
inal life of the prisoners appears to have 
been an assault of a trilling cliaracter by 
one of them upon an Indiuii: his con.so- 
quent sentence to three months' impris- 
onment and escape from gaol. Then the 
vrliolo of the prisoners appear to have 
banded together and to nare been the 
perpetrators of sover;vl gross outrages 
against society, .such as .stealing hor.soa 
and killing cattle — serious enough, it is 
true, yet of a venial character in coiu- 
parisun with the present charge. Upon 
these outrages being commenced wo tind 
that warrant after warrant was issued for 
the apprehension of the prisoners, but 
strange to say during a period of eighteen 
months and upwards, through all of which 
time rapine and robbery wore going or., 
no one was found to execute the warrants. 
Usshcr, the deceased, who was constable, 
had numerous duties to attend to and 
had no assistance. Two successive pre- 
sentments by grand juries as to the con- 
duct of the prisoners wore luado and 
represented to the Govcriiniont. Ap- 
peals were made to them to render aid fur 
the capture of the men who now liad be- 
come outlaws; but during the entire 
period, covering the space of nearly two 
years, not the slightest attempt was made 
by the Government to supplement Mr. 
Ussher's authority. Had the Government 
performed its duty at the outset and 
caused the arrest of the prisoners thoy 
would have been brought to justice aii4 
have had punishment commensurate with 
the offence mctod out to thoin. Such 
punishment would, in all probability, have 
had the effect for which it would have 
been inflicted. The prisoners would have 
been taught that further crimo would re- 
ceive adequate punishment, and probably 
by this time would be law-abiding, peace- 
able citizens instead of men in the terrible 
position thoy now aro; the lives of an in- 
valuable oDicor and a good settler would 
have been saved and the e.xpens6 to which 
the country has boon put avoided. The 
Government, altliough fully apprised, had 
from the first rofuscd to augment the civil 
staff and it appeared had refused to allow 
expenses to special constables and were 
consequently responsible for the blood- 
shed and expense which had ensued con- 
sequent upon the lack of authority. There 
•Bras no quoation that all the prisoners de- 
served punishment, bnt tho quoation for 
the jury to decide was, shall tho death 
penalty bo meted out to all? Ho,j\Ir. Davie, 
imd to deal particularly withHaro's case, and 
he would submit to them some considera- 
tions with a view to reducing the princi- 
pal offence charged. Counsel for the de- 
lence had not cross-examined the wit- 
ne'ises nt any length ns thoy were satis- 
fied that the testimony given was in strict 
accordance with tho truth. It w.ts ap- 
parent that death was not caused by any 
wou id infliotied; by Hare (the counsel hero 
■Tf^rred tP the'evi.dence). Put it was 



argued against Hare tliat ho 'had partici- 
pated and was as much responsible for 
the death as any of tho prisoners who act- 
ually caused it. Counsel referred to E<>s- 
coe'a , criminal evidence, p;igo COO, which 
decided that although several go out with 
a common unlawful object yot if one of 
the party do anBct,-as, for instaince,. mur- 
der, beyond the common intent his com- 
panions are not liable. Counsel argued 
that tho original joint intention of the 
prisoners was to steal horses, and that 
Hare, not having actually caused it, was 
not responsible for a murder not contem- 
plated by him. . Counsel referred at some 
length to the evidence as supporting the 
theory that although uudoubtedly Haro 
might have been guilty of an assault 
upon Ussher, the circumstances showed 
that he did not contemplate his death. 

Mr. Bolo made an impassioned appeal 
in favor of tlie prisoners, citing cases in 
support of tho theory that tho fighting was 
.forced hy tho constables and that the pri- 
soners wished merely to intimidate their 
pursuers. Usaher did not think tho firing 
seriously meant; lio did not draw his re- 
volver; ho got oil' his horso and walked in 
the direction of Haro, who advanced arm- 
ed with a knife and pistol. Up to this 
time no damage hatl boon douo o.xcopt to 
McLeod. Vi'hilo Ussher was tlown -and 
Haro beating him with a pistol, Arcliio 
McLean is said to have cnmoout and shot 
him with a pistol. Only one witness 
(Palmer) has sworn that .\rc!iie'.s pistol 
was heard to go off. Shumway and 2Mc- 
Leod ditl not hear Archie's pistol fjo oil" 
and there wero iio powder marks on Us 
sher's face.. The only cvidLMieo against 
Archie McLean is that he snapped a pis- 
tol at Ussher's head. Ho doplorod tho 
absence of medical testimony and claimed 
that the conduct of tho prisoners was not 
that of sano men. The father of the fam- 
ily was a brave man who fell in tho Hor- 
vico of his country. The learned counsel 
concluded an eloquent and impressive ad- 
dress by an appeal to tho jury to consider 
well tho points which it had boon liis duty 
to lay before them. 

ilr. McCroight addressed tho jury for 
tho Crown. He said tho prisoners had been 
a terror to the upper country for a long 
time, and ho sketched the proceedings of 
the culprits from the moment thatPalmor 
mot them with his horse and thoy cover- 
ed him with their guns with the' remark 
that the}' would kill anyone who came 
after them. Law had been quoted, but 
law was capable of being ini.9applied, and 
the common sense of the jury should toll 
them that this crime was an atrocious 
murder. Ussher had been very kind to 
Hare and he could not believe that he 
(Hare) would kill hini. Every act of the 
prisoners showed that thoy liad entered 
on a .system of aystematic opposition to 
authority, flaro attacks Ussher, Archie 
fires into his head, and tho two hammer 
his brains out. Each of the prisoners was 
ns guilty as the other. Allan and Charlie 
wero just as guilty of Usshor'a murder as 
tho actual perpetrators. Thoy stripped 
tho body nnd rodo away; thoy boasted of 
their murder and robbed Trapp of his 
firearms. They then fortified themselves 
and had anyone approached them thoy 
would have committed more murder. 
When they surrendered it w.as for want 
of water. There wero no circumatance.s 
that would permit of the cutting of tho 
crime down to manslaughter. ThcBO men 
had forfeited their lives and the best in- 
terests of society demanded that thcyshould 
be so dealt with. There was no excuse, 
no palliation, no justification for this aw- 
ful crime. It was a shocking murder. 
Tho evidence was distinct; there was no 
contradiction. They all intended to com- 
mit nuirder. The whole transaction showed 
a systematic design. A u.oro important 
case could not be brought before a jury. 
It was a painful duty, but divine and hu- 
man laws must be carried out. The most 
sorrowful part of this trial was tho youth 
of one of the prisoners, but the law makes 
a boy of 14 as responsible for his acts as a 
man of 21, and tho boy ia this instance 
was one of the worst of tho four. If there 
were failures in this case he had only tore- 
mind the jury of what had taken place in 
other communities where justice had fail- 
ed. The duty was a painful one; but it 
had nevertheless to bo discharged. 

The Court was then adjourned till 11 
o'clock on Thursday morning. 

JIarch lf5. 
The Court reassembled at 11 a.m. 
The learned Judge proceeded to charge 
the jury by calling on them to dismiss 
from their minds all preconceived ide.as 
and all considerations of what might bo 
tho effect of their verdict and to give 
their attention, with calm, impartial care, 
to tho issues before them. Tho prisoners 
had been skillfully defended and no point 
or argument which could assist them had 
been omitted. Did the facts sworn to in 
this case come up to what the law requir- 
ed to con.'itituto tho ci'imo against them or 
any lessor crime? Thoy wore charged in 
the fir.it count with tho wilful murder of 
John Ussher. The second count charged 
two of tho prisoners with tho actual deed 
which deprived Ussher of his life and tlio 
rest of tho prisoners with aiding and 
abetting in the murder. The effect of the 
two last counts was the same as the first 
count; but .the jury would find it simpler 
to confine themselves to tho first count 
and ask themselves did all of these young 
men participate in the murder of Ussher. 
Tho killing of Usaher by somo one or 
more of tho prisoners is not denied, and 
that all the prisoners wero there together 
is not denied. Cnnsoquontly, it rested 
with the prisoners to show that the killing 
of Ussher was not done with malice before 
thoy could bo entitled to ask that tho 
verdict be reduced from nuirder to man- j 
slaughter. Moreover, the only way in | 
which thoy could rebut the presnmption of i 
malice arising from tho fact itself of tlieir ■ 
having killed Ussher would bo by show- j 
ing either that it was justifiable or excus- | 
able or that 'at most it amounted to man- 
Blaughtor only and not to murder. Now, 
nuirder was only justifiable in throe way.s: 
1. Whore the proper oflicer oiccutes a : 
criminal in strict conformity with his sen- | 
tenco; 2. Where an ofticor of justice or ! 
other person acting in his aid in the legal j 
exercise of a particular duty, kills a per- 
son who resists or prevents him from 
executing it; 3. Where tho homicide is 
committed in prevention of a forcible and 
atrocious crime: as for instance if a man 
attempt to rob or murder another and be 
killed in tho attempt, tho slayer .-ihall bo 
acquitted and discharged. No such jus- 
tification had been set up in this case. 
After defining what is meant by homicide, 
the learned Judge cited cases to show that 
in a riot where a constable was killed all 
present werp hold as guilty of tho death 
of the party slain although they did not 
all actually strike him or any of tho con- 
stables. All who wero present aiding and 
abetting in concert when Usaher was 
killed wore equally guilty of his death 
with those who actually delivered tho 
fatal blow. Aiders and abettors were the 
same as principals. Tho contontion that 
because Afchie McLean was an infant did 
not lesson his culpability. The law holds 
that the capacity of an infant to commit a 
capital crime commoncsa at tho ago of 
seven and from that up to fourteen years. 
There is evidon(» that J^ei9 .over. fqu^teea. 
Insanity bad' Ijcetf" msnitioned, 'fibtitiSif 



the accused wero conscious that tho act 
was one that he ought not to do, and 
if that act was at tho same time contrary 
to the law of tho land, ho is punishable. 
There was no evidence that the prisoners 
wero insane, or that either had ever shown 
an insane , tendency. Everyone of the 
prisoners knew that Ussher was a constable 
and the killing of a constable is at all 
times a henious offence. It is especially 
so in this country where the enforcement 
of the law depends entirely upon tho 
moral eflect which the power of an officer 
of tho law has throughout tho country to 
enforce the law's mandates. If there were 
not the moral force to roly on for instant 
and implicit obedience to the law, a whole 
regiment of constables would bo ineffec- 
tive to produce that result. " That is 
partly," continued the learned Judge, 
" why I said in niy address to tho Grand 
Jury, 'Ask yonrselvex is it a inagi^itnite tin 
1ms or a constablii the le<s at Xatnloopi 
which has caused or could ham ^jrerenfeJ 
these murders f" It rested with the jury 
to re establish tho moral effect of tho law 
in the interior. There had never been 
so serious, so open, .so flagrant a defiance 
of the law as this, and should tho jury 
fail in tlieir tluty the consequences would 
be almost irreparable. British Columbia 
had ever been a respecter of law and or- 
der and it is so now, thanks to tho gal- 
lant conduct of her magistrates, and tho 
settlers in tho interior who untlerwciit 
the rigor.s of a severe winter-frost a^id 
snow and gavo their time and imperilled 
theirlivos to give irrefragable evidence that 
tho country on the subject of law and or- 
der is sound to tlio core. Palmer, Shum- 
w:iy and McLeod showed a courage be- 
yond all iiraiao. Tliaiiks to tiieso tho 
jury had now the opportunity of redoom- 
iiig the good name of that portion of tho 
province, and enforcing the lesson tliat 
even in the most isolated jilaces tho law 
must bo implicitly obeyed. A failure to 
do that would uncourago tho sottloiiiont 
of disputes liy tlic bowie-knife and revol- 
ver. Mr. Justice Crease then read over 
tho principal portion of Palmer's evidence 
and continued that poor Usshor, having 
been very kind to Hare, approached him 
with a feeling of confidence that ho would 
lay down his arms and surrender, in>toad 
or doing wliicii, however, Haro foully as- 
siatod to murder him. Tho evidonco was 
direct and conclusive. The prisoners wero 
tho terror of the whole of that part of tho 
country ; neither life nor property was 
safe so long as these men wore at large 
and tho jury were now called on to pass 
upon their fate. As th-oy found tho bal- 
ance and weight of t^vidence inclino so 
th(-y mu.st give the'.- verdict without fear, 
favcir or affection. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty 
and the Court adjourned till Friday at 
12 o'clock.

THE PRISONERS SENTENCED TO DEATH. 



Allan McLban Aosavlts a Witmess 

IN OKN COURT. 



New WEST.Mi}fSTER, Sfaroh 17. 

The courtroom was densely crowded 
this morning. The prisoners, closely 
t;uarded, wero placed in tho tlock for sen- 
tence. Mr. justice Crease sentenced 
them to sufl'er death within a period of 
not loss than two months. The prisoners 
made brief and rambling statements, when 
asked what they had to say, in effect deny- 
ing the murtler of Ussher. Alex. Hare 
said, when the sentence had been passed 
upon him, " Your lordship, it's a well- 
desorvod punishment. " 

Ah the wretched iiioii were being con- 
ducted back to i)rison, Allan Haro ob 
served Palmer, the principal witness for 
the prosecution, stiiiitling near. Utter- 
ing a wild cry ho struck and kicked at 
hirn. Tlie confusion was groat and the 
other prisoners became much excited. 
The special emiBtables standing near 
closed in upon and seized tho prisoners 
and they were hurried into jail, shackled 
and locked up. 

Tho Drydock.

The new steamer being built by Oapt. 
Matthew Turner, for tho .-Vlaska Com- 
mercial Company, is so far completed 
that she will bo launched at midnight to- 
night. Her dimensions are as follows : 
length over all, 120 feet ; breadth of 
beam, 27 feet; depth of hold. 12 foot 10 
inches. Sho is brigantiae rigged, and will 
carry a good spread of canvas. Her ton- 
nage will not "vaxy much from 200 tons, 
Custom House measurement. Her en- 
gines, which aro intended to be merely 
auxilliary, and to work the vessel in and 
out of harbor and in calm weather, havo 
been built by William Deacon, and aro of 
the compound pattern, the high-pressure 
cylinder boiiis 11 inches in diameter and 
the ■ low-prossuro ' Icylindor 20 inches 
in diameter. The pistons have a stroke of 
18 inches. Tlio boilers is of half- 
inch iron, 7 feet G inches in diameter, 
and 9 feet long. Tlio furnace is '12 
inches in diameter and (i feet long. 
There aro 112 two and one-half inch tubes 
foot long. She has a single dock, and 
with the exception of a house between the 
masts for the wheel, galley, etc., it is 
fiush fore and aft. Between docks, or 
rather bolow tho deck, she has an aftor- 
ter cabin of good size, and amidships a 
steeirtge, with accommodations f{ir the 
officers and a limited number of passen- 
gers. She also lias a forccastlo forward, 
and, in ft lialf deck, a steam ivmdlass. 
Ample accomodations will bo furnished 
in tlio hold for a hundred or more steer- 
age passengors. In the service in which 
the steaiiiur will larijoh' be employed dur- 
ing tho summer season, proceeding about 
among tho islands of Alaska, it is often 
nocess.iry to transport considorable nuin-' 
hers of luitives with thoir dogs from one 
post til another, and her hold has boon 
arranged for that purpi>se. Tho now craft 
is finely modelled. . Sho is to be christen- 
ed the Dora, and will bo a valuable ad- 
dition to thoOommeroial Company's fleet.
